AN OUTBREAK AT WOOSUNG.| }

‘MUTINY. OF THE DARE-TO-DIES.

Woosuna, Angust 6th. 


» Thig afternoon the country about Woo- 
sung Forts experienced all the horrors of 
war, as tho result of trouble. between two 
sectiong of the. rebel troops. Between 
these in tho Forts, where the principal 
command ‘is held, nnd those in the Chinese 
Institute ty the west of the Railway 
Station, there was a serious quarrel, 
resulting in what was -practically ‘tho 
mutiny of the ‘' Dare-to-Dies,” or at least 
their officers. The upshot of the dis- 
covery of a pick on the part of the latter 
was, that ths portion. of the regiment, 
stationed hera wns absolutely cleared out 
of: the country. : ; 
When the plot of the  Dare-to-Dies” 
took active shapo the Forts were prepared
